Bliould be one of the first duties of n 
Britisli Columbia administration to 
provide people for the land. AVo ^vill 
not say tliat it will bo imijossiblo for 
Ministers to give a satisfactory reason 
to tbo Legislature for total abstention 
in respect of this high and important 
duty; but we do say that avo feel utter- 
ly at a loss to conceive what valid excuse 
can be offered. In stating what was 
done last session and what tho Govern- 
ment wore reqiiii'ed and expected to do 
during tho Parliamentary recess, we 
fiboU odly bei^epeating an oft' told tale. 
Ahfl'yet the exigences of the case are 
such that it appears to bo oiir duty to 
again present tho facts before the pub- 
lic. "Under tho old system of adminis- 
tration the policy of those in power ap- 
peared to be to keep population away 
and reserve public lands for some 
unknown object. It was neither sur- 
prising nor unreasonable that the 
people should expect a different spirit 
and policy under tho new form of ad- 
ministration; and the appearance in tlio 
Estimates of ten thousand dollars for 
Iriinngration purposes, small as the 
Bum was, taken in connection with tho 
• fa^t.tUat, ','a sound and liberal policy 
forftt^jenpouragement of Immigration" 
was promised in the Governor's opening 
Speech, gave color to the belief tliat 
public expectation would not be wholly 
disappointed. But no Immigration 
policy was' submitted' to the House; 
and when, towards the close of tho 
session, the subject was taken up by a 
Select Committee of tho House, the 
utterances of Ministers were in strange 
contrast with their promise made iu 
tbq^igopening Speech. On the 28th 
March, 1872, the Select Committee re- 
ported as follows: — • 

"1st, That this HouoC do assent to 
tho terms and conditions agreed to at 
Ottawa, in Sept. 1871, a printed cOpy 
of which is hereto appended. 

^a,; JChat His Excellency the Lieu- 
tenan"t Governor be recommended to 
appoint a local Board to bo called the 
Board of linmigi-ation, with power to 
consider and report upon all matters 
concerning Inmiigration, and deal gen- 
erally with the subjects. 

3rd, Thata'sumnotexcecding ?i,000 
by appropriated for the purpose of 
compiling and circulating information 
concerning the Province. 

4th, That the Government at once 
offer a premium for the best written 
papiphlet, sotting fortli in a concise 
and popular form the advantages pre- 
sented by the Province to Immigrants 
generally; that the manuscript of such 
pamphlet be placed in the hands of the 
IBoard of Immigration to be soaiipoint- 
ed within one month of the date of the 
offer; and that said Board have power 
to decide upon the respecfive merits of 
those submitted, selecting the one 
which may be deemed entitled to the 
premium of ptiblicution." 

This report was adopted nem. con. 
and an address founded tlioroon sent 
to the Governor the same day. One 
would have thought that a Government 
professing warm interest in Immigra- 
tion would not have been slow to cany 
out tho recommendations of the House. 
But look at the sequel. Months passed 
before the 2:)remium for tho pamphlet 
was offered. Eight gentlemen took the 
trouble to compete, — less, we are boimd 
to believe, for the sake of the paltry 
money reward than for tho common 
good. Tho prize was awarded, wisely 
and well, doubtless, and we pre- 
sume duly paid. Months have passed 
but the pamphlet has not yet seen the 
light of day ! It is easy to see from 
the tenor of tho report that tho House 
felt tho necessity for haste. Indeed, 
to be of use at all, action must bo 
pi'ompt. And yet, witli tlio exception 
of the aiopH alrtiady detailed, — tho sole 
fruit of whicli lias lieou the trnnsfer of 
two hundred and llfty dulliirfl from the 
Provincial Exchequer to tho brectiliea'- 
pocket of the successful pamphleteer 
and a certain expenditure of time and 
oil on the part of the seven unsuccessful 
on;js — nothing wliat.t.'vci- has hccu d(.)no 
towards (^ai'rving o\it tlio recciiiinieuda- 
tionsof tlu! ildiisc. It was fclc tliat a 
beginning could not be made too soon, 
and that, under all the circumstances, 
tho best begining would be to circulate 
such inforinaiion I'cspecting tho coun- 
try abroad as would euaVilo intending 
emigrants to form correct conclusionK, 
and provide such machinery at. home 
as would prevent tlio possibility of 
immigrants being treated with that cold 
neglect which has been meted out 
to them in the jiaat and wliicli wo very 
much fear is still experienced l)y tliose 
few Avho, in spite of every obstacle, oc- 
casionally iind their way to liritish Co- 
lumbia. But the Legislature i)ropoHes, 
and the Gwernment disposes; and so 
it has fallen out that the former has been 
completely frustrated in its good inten- 
tions by tlio latter. Another season 
has been allowed to pass ovor without 
the small beginning being made, and 
British Columbia continues to he an 
unknownland in those conlros nf [)0])u- 
lation from which, if |)rop- ly InKnvn, 
she might be constantly dra iiig sup 
plies. It will not l)o consiro ■ed nocr's- 
sary tliat wo .should dwell ujion the im- 
portance of jiojmlation — and M'hen we 
say population we, of course, include 
that,^9yi^blo etream of capital whicli 
ftccbmpaniea or follows population— 
to this country. That is a subject 
which has already been suflicioiitly 
discussed, is one woiUd Uopo suffi

New Youk, Oct. 4.— .Tames Dugan ar- 
rived yesterday from Sydney, Cape Breton. 
Ho niports that on the 9th of Sept. the 
schooner Lancaster, on which he was a 
passenger, fell iu with an abandoned ves- 
.sel, on which was found a skeleton crush- 
ed iu by falling rigging. Five other 
skeletons, four of which ai)pearod to have 
been more recent than the (jther ono, were 
also found. Inquiry seemed to show 
that all on board perished with hunger. 
The bowsprit of tho vessel bore the name 
of Glenaloon. Two decompo.ied corpses 
were found iu tho forecastle. Tho Cap- 
tain's corjjse was found in his stateroom. 
Nino bodies were fo ind altogether. The 
papers found on board were given to the 
authorities at Sydney, with the view of 
learning the history" of the Glenaloon.
